New York (LPA) — Every time, 
the clock ticked off a second dur- | 
ing working hours in 1950, General | 
Motors’ head, Charles E. Wilson, | 


made 8 cents plus. Every 60 sec- 
onds he made $5.02, Every 60 min- 
utes he made $301.10. Every eight 
hours he made $2408. That’s on |} 
the basis of an eight-hour day, 40- 
hour week. 

It would take an average GM 
employe 160'2 years to equal that. 
For average straight time annual 
income for members of the CIO 
Electrical Workers and CIO United 
Auto Workers at GM plants is 
around $3900. And Wilson got 
$626,300 in 1950—counting in sal- 
ary, director’s fees- and bonuses. 
That was a raiSe of $40,000 over 
1949. Put another way, Wilson got 
$1715.89 a-day for every day in the 
year. 

In all, GM paid out its 33 direc- 

tors and officers $8,104,500 in bo- 
nuses and_ $3,643,672 in salaries. 
Wilson got $201,000 in salary and 
fees; $61,205 bonus in stock, and 
$363,795 bonus in cash. The bonus 
in shares and cash is payable in 
five annual installments. 
' The annual stockholders’ meet- 
ing is set for May 25 at Wilming- 
ton, Del., and at that time a pro- 
posal to limit salaries and bonuses 
to $200,000 a year will be taken up. 
The proposal has: been made by 
three stockholders who own a total 
of 162 shares. 

The board of directors is recom- 
mending that the proposal be de- 
feated. The board said it feels good 
management is hard to find and 
that able executives are entitled to 
enough to offset higher federal in- 
come taxes 

General Motors in 1950 earned 
more than any other corporation 
in the world’s history. Its net 
profits, after all charges and taxes, 
were $834,044,039. 

Directors are eligible for retire- 
ment pensions ranging up to $40,000 
a year,

State Department of Labor found 
38 per cent illegally employed at 
the time of the 1950 inspections. 
This means 2 out of 5 such child 
laborers were illegally employed. 

State Industrial Commissioner 
Edward Corsi said this was a de- 
crease of almost 80 per cent com- 
pared to 1948 when the number of 
illegally employed child laborers 
on New York farms was 91 per 
cent. 

Only 11 employers “held to be 
flagrant violators of farm child! 
labor laws were prosecuted” in } 
1950. In 1949 only one violator was | 
prosecuted. 

Under the state’s labor law, chil- 
dren of 14 and 15 must obtain a } 
farmwork permit, based on a phys- | 
ical examination, before engaging 
in summer farm work. Children | 
under 14 are .not permitted to | 
work on farms except in the case | 
of children of 12 years and upward 
who may work on their home: 
farms. 

In 1950 the Labor Department | 
inspectors of its Division of Indus- 
trial Relations, Wemen in Industry 
and Minimum Wage, checked on 
918 fruit and vegetable farms last 
year. These farms employed a total 
of 24,509 workers of whom 2375 
were children under 16. Of these

‘Labor Will Reap Fruits 
There is no escape from reaping the fruits of our 
own acts. This is as true of organized labor as it is of 
any other organization or individual. In the long run 
all will reap as they have sown. It simply is not in the 
Jaws of nature for men and women Of labor to neglect 
‘the duties of doing their part to help keep their organ- 


izations functioning, as they should for the benefit of 
all, without paying the penalties that flow from failing 


to do their bit. A few can never do everything. Every 


member has a part to play. 

Labor has the economic and political power to dom- 
inate all industries and rule the whole world for the 
benefit of the entire human race. But the only way this 
can be accomplished is for labor to unite its forces on 
both the political and economic fields. Members of 
unions must elect such officials as truly represent the will 
of the majority of their members, while all members of 
the working class and their families must unite polit- 
ically to select lawmakers and other public officials that 
truly and faithfully represent the masses of our people. 
When many neglect these duties the fruits of such indif- 
ference are usually terribly bitter. 

Whenever and wherever labor fails to unite and act, 
for the benefit of all, its entire membership will in- 
evitably reap the fruits of such inexcusable folly. 


How to Stop Inflation 
That inflation has been permitted to invade the very 
foundation of our financial structure must by now be 
evident to practically everybody. What to do to stop 
further inflation and start a trend in the opposite direc- 
tion until something like a normal balance is reached 
is a matter that deeply concerns all of us. 

How far we have already gone towards reducing the

Instead of taking adequate steps to stop this trend 
towards more and ever more inflation our Congress has 
thus far done absolutely nothing to bring our financial 
Structure back to normal balance. It is to Congress that 
this all important duty is assigned by the constitution of 
the United States. How to accomplish this is for Con- 
gress to determine instead of just sitting by while others 
talk such nonsense as halting inflation by increasing 
taxes. Higher taxes is inflation. It is ridiculous to sug- 
gest such a remedy. 


| Marshall Answers MacArthur 


Following General MacArthur’s three days of tell- 
ing his side of handling the Korean war to a committee 
of the U. S. Senate General Marshall was called by the 
same committee to explain why General MacArthur 
was relieved of his command in the Far East. 

There was a striking contrast between the testimony 
of the two men. MacArthur had painted vividly a pic- 
ture of himself seeking only to win quickly the war in 
Korea in which our forces and those of other members 
of the United Nations are engaged. MacArthur had 
testified that he had hoped to accomplish this by bomb- 
ing Manchuria and having the army of Chiang Kai 
Shek on Formosa invade Southern China, but that he 
had been prevented from doing this by directives 
from President Truman. : 

With little eloquence but with much sense and logic 
Marshall pointed out that bombing Manchuria could 


not bring the war in Korea to a speedy end and that|! | 


extending the war to China would place our country in 
grave danger of involving us in war with Russia also. 
At the same time such a course could lose for us the sup- 
port of most of our allies in the present limited war in 
Korea, since these allies are not in favor of engaging in 
war at the present time with China and Russia in Asia. 
Because we are not prepared to fight China and Russia 
alone on Chinese soil MacArthur was removed from his 
command.

How many of you know just 
what happens to your Social Se- 
curity tax after you pay it? Where 
does it go? Who keeps track of 
your earnings? How is the record 
kept? 

Here’s haw the system works. 
Every pay day each worker in a 
covered job has 12 per cent de- 
ducted from his pay by the em- 
ployer as his premium on his Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance. The 
employer himself pays an equal 
amount, and sends both contribu- 
tions to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue every three months. Along 
with the tax money, he sends a 
report of the amount of wages paid 
to each worker up to $3600 per 


| year. If the worker earns over this 


amount the employer does not de- 
duct the Social Security tax on the 
wages over $3600. 

When the Internal Revenue De- 
partment has processed the tax 


| report, they forward it to the Social 
| Security Administration’s account- 
| ing office in Baltimore, Maryland.

This office then enters the reported 
wages on each individual worker's 
account. It is the amount entered 
account that determines 


in the event of your death. 
Now an important reminder to 


| you—when you begin a new job, be 


sure your employer sees your social 
security card and gets your name 
and account number correctly. If 


| your employer does not have your 
| social security number or your cor- 


rect name when he sends in his 
tax report, you may not receive 
credit for the wages upon which 
you have paid the Social Security 
tax. If this happens very often 
your future benefits may suffer. 
At least they will be substantially 


| lowered. 


In the next issue_-we will discuss 
the requirements for an “insured 
status’—that is, what it takes to 
become eligible for retirement or 
death benefits under Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance.

A new Wage Stabilization Board 
(WSB) has been set up to handle 
labor-management disputes involv- 
ing the defense program. President 
Truman established the board April 
21. Six representatives of organ- 
ized labor will serve on 
six from business 
the public. The board represents 
a victory for the people. Big Busi- 
ness no longer will dictate wage 
policy. 

Three labor members will repre- 
sent the AFL, two the CIO and 
one the Railroad Brotherhoods, for 
the time being. After a general 
wage policy is fixed, the Brother- 
hoods will withdraw and let the 
CIO have another seat. Then the 
Brotherhoods’ problems will be 
handied separately. 


The United Labor 
mittee—representing 
the nation’s million organized 
workers — will name the labor 
members of the board when other 
disputes with Charles E. Wilson’s 
Office of Defense Mobilization 
(ODM) are solved. 

Organized labor plans to return 
to the reorganized program on 
whole broad front—not piecemeal.
